the laws under which we work have been 
Instrumental In creating the conditions 
tvhlch made It possible, and by itnv.-iu" h's- 
'Islation It would be easy onoush to destroy 
it. There will undoubtedly be periods of 
depression. The wave will recede but the 
tide will advance. This nation is seated 
on a continent flanked by tv/o yreat 
oceans. It is composed of men the de- 
scendants of pioneers or, in a sense, pio- 
neers themselves—cf rncn winnowed out 
from among the nations of the ulU world 
by the energy, boldness tu:U love of ad- 
venture found in their own cu^er hearts. 
&uch a .nation so placed \\ ill surely wrest 
success from fortune. 


As a people we have played a large part 


in tbii -ivorld, and we are bent upon niak- 
ins our future tvc-n larger than the past. 
In particular tlie events of tue ls-.st lour 
years have deiinitcly decided that for woe 
or lor weal our ylaco must ob great iun»i)jj 
the nations. 
U e may cither ia.il yivauy 
or succeed greatly, but we c.-'.nnot avoid 
the euueavor from

failure or great success must come. _. ... 
if we would we cannot play a. small wart. 
If we should try, all tnat would lonow 
would be that we should play a. large ourt 
ignobly and shamefully. 
• But our people, tue sons of the men of 
the civil war, the sons of the men why 
had iron in their bluod, rejoice, m tile 
present and face the future hitjii of heart 
and resolute cf will. 
Ours is not the 
creed of the weakling and the coward; 
ours is the gospel of hope u.nd of tri- 
umphant '.endeavor. V.'e do not shrink 
from the stijuggie before us. There are 
many problems for us to face at the out- 
set o'f the twentieth century—grave prob- 
lems abroad and still graver at home—but 
we know that we can solve them, and 
solve them well, provided only Hint we 
bring to the solution the qualities of head 
arid heart which were shown by the men 
who in the days of Washington founded 
this government and in the days of Lin- 
coln preserved it. 
No country has ever occupied a highsr 
plane of material well being than ours at 
the present moment. This well being is 
due to no sudden or accidental cxmses, but 
to the play of the economic lorces in this 
country for over a century; to our laws, 
our sustained and continuous policies; 
above all, to the high individual av&rage 
of our citizenship. 
Great fortunes have 
been won by those who. have taken the 
lead in this phenomenal industrial devel- 
opment, and most of these fortunes have 
been v,-on not by doing evil, but as an in- 
cident to action whicn has benefited the 
community as a whole. JSTever before has 
material well being been so widely dif- 
fused among- our people. 'Great fortunes 
have been accumulated, and yet in the 
aggregate these fortunes are small in- 
deed when compared to the wealth of the 
people as a whole. The plain people are 
better off than they have ever been be- 
fora. 
The insurance companies, which 
are practically mutual benefit societies— 
especially helpful .to rnen of moderate 
means—represent accumulations of capi- 
tal which are among the largest in this 
country. There are more depo&jts in the 
savings banks, more owners cf farms, 
more -well paid wageworkers in this coun- 
try novv- than ever before in our history. 
Of course when the conditions have fa- 
vored the growth of so much that was 
good they have also favored somewhat 
the growth of what was evil. It is emi- 
nently necessary that we should endeavor 
to cut out this evil, but let us keep a due 
sense of proportion; let us not in fixing 
our gaze upon Use lesser evil forget the 
greater good. 
The evils are real, and 
some of them are menacing, but they are 
the outgrowth not of misery or decadence, 
but of prosperity, of the progress cf our

Not merely would this be wholly iiu'ff.-e- 
tive. bat the diversion of our elToris in 
such a, direction would mean the aban- 
donment of all intelligent attempt to <!o 
away with these evils. Many of the lar- 
gest corporations, many of those which 
should certainly be included in uny proper 
scheme of regulation, would not be af- 
fected in the slightest decree by a change 
in the tariff, save as such change inter- 
fered with the general prosperity of th,> 
country. 
The only relation of the tariff 
to big corporations: as a. whole i:; that th" 
tariff makes manufactures profitable, and 
the tariff remedy proposed wou'd be in 
effect siKioly to make" manufactures un- 
profitable. 
To remove the tariff as a 


punitive measure directed against trusts 
would inevitably result in ruin to the 
weaker competitors who are tU'uggiing 
against them. Our aim .should be not bv 
unwise tarilf changes to give for. ign nrod"- 
ucts the advantage over domestic prod- 
ucts. l>ut by proper regulation to give do- 
mestic competition a fair chance, and 
this end cannot be reached bv any tariff 
changes which would affect unfavorably 
all domestic competitors, good and bail 
alike. The question of regl'lal'on of the 
trusts stands apart, frqrn tha question of 
tariff revision.

gigantic industrial development. This- in- 
dustrial development must not be checked, 
but side by side with it should go such 
progressive regulation as will diminish 
the evils. "We should fail in our duty if 
•wo did not try to remedy the evils, but we 
shall succeed only if we proceed aatient- 
ly, with practical common sense as well 
as resolution, separating the good from 
the bad and holding on to tlie former 
while endeavoring to get rid of the latter. 
In my message to the present congress 
at its first session I discussed at length 
the question of the regulation of those 
t»ig corporations commonly doing an in- 
terstate business, often with some tenden- 
:y to monopoly, which are popularly- 
known as trusts. The experience of the 
past year has emphasized, in my opinion, 
the desirability of the steps I then pro- 
Dosed. A fundamental requisite of social 
efficiency is a high standard of individual 
energy and excellence, but this is in no- 
wise inconsistent with power to act in 
combination for aims which cannot so 
well be achieved by the individual acting 
alone. A fundamental base of civilisation 
s the inviolability of property: but this is 
n nowise inconsistent with the right of 
society to regulate the exercise of the 
artificial powers which it confers upon the 
owners of property under me name of cor- 
porate franchises in such a way as to 
prevent the misuse of these powers. Cor- 
porations, and especially combinations of 
corporations, should be managed under 
public regulation. Experience has shown 
that under our system of government the 
necessary supervision cannot be obtained 
bv state action. It- must therefore be 
achieved by national action. Our aim is 
not to do away with corporations. On the 
contrary, these big aggregations arc an 
inevitable development of modern indus- 
trialism, and the effort to destroy them 
would be futile unless accomplished iii1 
ways that would work the utmost mis- 
chief to the entire body politic. V.'e can 
do nothing of good in the way of regulat- 
ing and supervising these corporations 
" i n our minds that we 
_ the corporations, but 


endeavoring to do away with any evil in 
them. 
"We are not hostile to them-. We 


are merely determined that they shall be 
so handled as to subserve the public good. 
We draw the line against misconduct, not 
against wealth. The capitalist who. aicne 
or i:i conjunction with his fellows, per- 
forms some great industrial feat by which 
he wins money is a welldoer, not a wrong- 
doer, provided only be works ii 
and legitimate lines.

Stability of economic pojicv must al- 
ways be the prime' economic liei-d of this 
country. Thid stability sho-jld not be fo^>- 
silization. 
The country has a'jquiesccd 
in the wisclom of the prolec-iivi- tariff 
principle. 
It is exceedinglv undesirable 
that thiM system should be" destroyed or 
that there should be violent and radical 
changes therein. 
Our. -past experience 
shows that great prosperity in this coun- 
try has always come underaproteeiivs tar- 
iff and that the country cannot prosper 
under fitful tariff changes at short inter- 
vals. 
Moreover, if the tariff laws us a 
whole work v.-oll and if business has pros- 
pered under them and is prospering, it is 
better to endure for a time slight incon- 
veniences and inequalities in so;nc sched- 
ules than to ujiset business bv too quick 
and too radical changes. It is most ear- 
nestly to be wished that we could treat 
the tariff from the standpoint solely of 
our business needs. 
It is, i>oihaps, too 
much to hope that partisanship may bo 
entirely excluded from consideration of 
the subject, but at least it can be made 
secondary to the business interests of the 
country—that is. to the interacts of our 
people as a. whole. Unquestionably these 
business interests will best bu se'rved if 
together with fixity of principle as re- 
gards the tariff we combine a svstem 
which will permit us from time to time to 
make the necessary reapplication of th2 
principle to the shifting national needs. 
We must take scrupulous care that the 
raapplication shall be made in such a way 
that it will noc amount to a dislocation of 
our system, the mere threat of v.-hich, nor. 
to speak of the performance, would pro- 
duce paralysis in the business energies 
of the community. 
The first considera- 
tion in making these changes would, of 
course, b'e to nreserve the principle which 
underlies our whole tariff system—that is, 
the principle of putting American busi- 
ness interests at least on a. full equality 
with interests abroad and of always al- 
lowing n sufficient rate of duty to more 
than cover the difference between the 
labor cost here and abroad. The well be- 
ing of the wageworker, like the well be- 
ing of the tiller of the soil, should be 
treated as an essential in shaping our 
whole economic policv. There must never 
be any change which will jeopardize the 
standard of comfort, the standard of 
wages, of the American wagev.-orkcr, 
One way in which the readjustment 
sought can be reached is by reciprocity 
treaties. It is greatly to be desired that 
such treaties may be adopted. They can 
be used to widen our markets and to give 
a greater. Held for the activities of our 
producers on the cne hand, and on the 
other hand to secure in practical shape 
the lowering of duties when they are no 
longer needed for protection among our 
own people or when the minimum of dam- 
age done may be disregarded for the sake 
of the maximum of good accomplished.
